York City, have been actuated by a pur- 
pose more important than merely to display 
the capabilities of design possessed to such 
a great degree by them. The restaurant 
which has been provided has a twofold 
value: it is, first of all, a place where the 
public can dine, and dine comfortably in 
pleasant, air-conditioned surroundings, and 
from this viewpoint it is one of the most 
attractive restaurants in the entire country;

purse”? We realize there are consumers 
who are never potential clients for the in- 
terior designer, but such facts as stated in 
this article would lead any consumer to 
believe, regardless of his purse, that an 
interior designer is an unnecessary quantity. 

We do not know, off-hand, how many 
interior designers there are in this country, 
and we realize that none of them are out- 
standing “merchant princes,” but never- 
theless the members can be termed an in- 
dustry, for as a whole they employ many 
people, with many and varied sources of 
supply depending upon them. 

True, by comparison, they are not the 
tremendous industry nor the potential ad- 
vertisers that are the department stores, 
but with any display of fairness, a national 
periodical such as Life should not take a 
seemingly prejudicial stand against the 
interior designer. 
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Certainly the article has some merit and 
constructive ideas. I feel sure, however, 
that the concensus of opinion of any fair- 
minded layman is that it is very unfair. 
This article might almost lead one to be- 
lieve that its writer was well subsidized 
but not by the interior designer.

WALL COVERING HIGHLIGHTS 


Ai the time when wall papers first became 
popular as a wall treatment they were ex- 
ecuted only by the most famous and well 
known artists of their day—there were no 
others well enough versed in the art to 
attempt it—therefore it is little wonder that 
the work was the finest possible. These 
examples of fine craftsmanship have sur- 
vived up to today and are continually being 
revived to fit in with the current demands 
for taste and beauty of design. The old 
documents have never ceased to have a 
market despite the rise and fall of present 
trends, and they are always acceptable and 
available whenever they are needed with 
newly copied ones. The more extreme con- 
temporary designs are on the way out, yet 
they have left their mark, for many of their 
finer points combine with traditional design. 


With scenes of historic Williamsburg 
successfully launched, the romance of color- 
ful Natchez is depicted in tranquil views 
on one of the more important papers of 
this season. Commemorative papers can 
also achieve a striking effect, as exemplified 
by the one which honors the recent visit 
to America of England’s King and Queen. 
More Modern papers from old Zuber blocks 
maintain the feeling of the originals; and 
inspirations in patterns come from devious 
sources, as for example in those taken 
from an old French band box, an early 
American bedspread or a china pitcher of 
the same period.

BB cceme interest in still life pictures is at 
its peak, many galleries have arranged spe- 
cial exhibitions of Flower Paintings which 
will save you time and trouble, as well as 
money. View these works of art with the pur- 
pose of employing them as the raisons d'etre 
for your special designs in formal décor .. . 
as an over-mantel decoration, for instance, 
or as a similar focal point .. . for a paint- 
ing may well be the most distinguished con- 
tribution in a room. 

The exhibition’at the Andrey La Rue 
Gallery, 40 West 57th Street, consists of 
seventy-five or more paintings of flower 
subjects, representing the work of twenty 
well-known artists. The collection includes 
work by Charles A. Aiken, Mrs. Wayman 
Adams, Carle J. Blenner, Jane Freeman, 
Margery Ryerson, Fernando  Fingado, 
Luigi Luicionne, and others. Prices range 
from $20 to $200. The water-colors by 
Fernando Fingado are of particular inter- 
est to interior designers because of the 


variety in their technique—which solves 
the problem of suitability for both tradi- 
tional and Modern settings. His work at- 
tains perfection, and seldom does one have 
the occasion to see such finished and intri- 
cately painted flower arrangements. 

Farm life and the sea surrounding the 
Isle of Jersey make up the subjects for the 
water-colors of the distinguished English 
etcher, Edmund Blampied, Member of the 
Royal Society of Etchers, which are on 
exhibition at the Guy Mayer Gallery, 41 
East 57th St. Already proclaimed as a 
master of his craft, his work recalls again 
the artist’s spontaneity of line and his keen 
perception of character. The painting illus- 
trated, distinguished for its soft coloring 
and composition, is Rozelle Harbor, Jersey, 
and the price is $250.

Modern lamp. Any article small and decora- 
tive enough to be converted into a lamp 
base has undergone a transformation re- 
sulting in an object possessing great charm 
as well as individual expression. 
Wedgewood Jasper ware, the finer French 
and English porcelains, Persian delft and 
imports from China are important as are 
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the unique examples from other foreign 


countries which have been seldom used. 


More dramatic in color value is a red lacquer 


base with a gold parchment shade, hori- 
zontally striped in narrow red lines. Tooled 
leather mounted over the metal base and 
bowl of a standing lamp makes it all the 
more desirable for well designed offices. 
Materials for lamp shades are very di- 
versified, with fringe still in use but in 


wider widths; and silk or satin narrow rib- 
bon, either run diagonally or woven in a 
diamond weave, is the quintessence of re- 
strained elegance.

Its appeal to its 
owner is the happy combination of the in- 
timate beauty of its natural setting and the 
proximity to the estate of friends, William 
S. Culbertson, former Ambassador to Chile, 
and Mrs. Culbertson. 

A complete program of remodeling was 
necessary to attain all the evident charm in 
the interiors of the little mountain cottage, 
and this was efficiently accomplished by 
Elizabeth Stanley Wilcox, Interior Designer, 
of Washington, D. C. 

Only two items were contributed by the 
owner to the furnishing of her new house, 
but the interior designer has integrated 
them so that they form a decisive influence 
in the decorative scheme. For instance the 
fine old Kirman rug established a feeling 
of dignity and refinement which is reiterated 
with furnishings of traditional style that 
serve to retain the simplicity and informality 
of the house; and a particularly lovely 
seascape by Jonas Lee, around which the 
color scheme of the living room has been de- 
veloped, is another instance of the thought- 
ful approach of the interior designer to her 


problem. Indeed throughout the house is 
discerned a definite provincial trend, cleverly 
formulated and scaled to a cottage mileu. 

The living room is characterized by a 
studied distribution of color, with water- 
blues and sky-tints predominating. A light 
fawn color, used on the walls, is repeated 
in the beige, bisque and cafe au lait cover- 
ings of the chairs. At the windows a strié 
Flamande cotton fabric trimmed with beige 
fringe reiterates the Rembrandt blue in the 
painting over the mantel, the background of 
the curtains being broken with a narrow 
stripe of sand and melon pink. A love seat, 
upholstered in an armure bearing an in- 
determinate pattern, contributes more beige 
and blue to the interesting scheme. The cool 
and pristine effect achieved by this com- 
bination of colors is perfect with the com- 
plementary values, the magentas and deep 
reds, of the Kirman rug. All the colors of the 
room are coalesced in a rare broché which 
appears on two occasional chairs. 

A wide arch opens into the dining room 
whose walls are the same neutral color as 
those in the living room. The curtains here 
are Flemish blue glazed chintz. 

In the main bedroom a color scheme of 
petal pink and hydrangea blue forms a 
delicate background for the French provin- 
cial furniture in an antique paint finish of 
grayed pink, the fine gold leaf trim being 
repeated in the objets d’art about the room. 
A pair of finely carved mirror frames in- 
troduce a pleasing touch of the Baroque to 
the simple furnishings. The guest room is 
Modern in treatment. 

At the time this work was absorbing Mrs.

SETTING STYLE IN

Ww henever an art succeeds in arousing 
general interest which hitherto has been 
fairly negligible, it is generally an old and 
time-honored one which has never before 
reached any particular heights, or else has 
reached a climax only to become smothered 
with the passing of time.

The art 
eventually found its way to Rome, but 
with the fall of the Empire it was lost 
sight of until 1432. From then on it flour- 
ished, spreading to other countries where 
it was extensively used, especially for 
ornament in France during the time of 
Louis XIV. 

Terra cotta was one of the first compo- 
sitions used. The plaster for flat walls is 
done with lime, and plaster for casting is 
fundamentally gypsum sulphate with the 
old time fragility gone, as there are several 
special processes developed by those who 
work in it to harden and make it better

suited to their needs. All casts are first 
made from a soft clay model worked by 
hand from a scale drawing. After the 
moulds are made the plaster is poured in 
and allowed to harden. There are four 
different types of moulds: the first is a 
waste mould which is of plaster and is 
chipped off when the cast beneath has 
hardened; the second is the piece mould 
which is also plaster, but in large work or 
elaborate ornament which has undercuts 
and cannot be cast at once, separate moulds 
are made and the finished product is fitted 
together; the more recent development is 
the gelatine mould which is made of a

glue substance which allows intr.cae 
undercuts to be made all in one piece, 
as the flexible mould can be easily extracte | 
after the plaster has set. 


With the inception of the gelatine mould 
plaster ornament assumed an even greater 
importance, so that today there is literally 


nothing which cannot be done in plaster. 
It is a sympathetic medium which lends it- 
self to the sensitive hands of the creative 
artist who must feel a substance become a 
work of art under the pressure of his finger 
tips, yet who wants his creation to be a 
lasting one. Therefore this particular sub- 
stance becomes another popular material 
which lends itself to either sculpture or 
moulding. Each piece produced in plaster 
requires sufficient time to preclude any 
possibility of its becoming commercial; 
end again, it necessarily retains a fineness 
of detail and a feeling of beauty that is 
absent from mass production. The cost is 
nominal for the exclusive effect that can 
be achieved, and with the perfection of 
various ways to heat and weather-proof it, 
we find it attaining greater renown than 
ever before in history. 

Moreover, colors of every hue and _ in- 
tens:ty can be applied and they will not 
chip off or fade, provided they are used 
when the plaster has thoroughly dried and 
the color is not in excess of 1! more 
than that weakens the plaster, depriving it 
of any possible esthetic value. 

So the field is open, leaving a wide ex- 
panse for imagination to hold full sway.

And truly it does, for in creating from 
fanciful ideas the unbelievable is adapted 
to present day interior designing that 
creates a happy style and atmosphere all 
its own. From an elaborate period mantel- 
piece or a mural side wall decoration, on 
down to the model on a plaque of that 
trophy of last summer’s fishing trip, there 
is not one thing to be thought of in which 
plaster cannot be featured. Handsome 
Baroque andirons are finished in white for 
a smart New York apartment; and if the 
fire is lighted there is no need for alarm, 
for they will stand up as sturdily as thoug 
they were painted metal. And garden 
ornaments depicting elfin figures or small 
animals can be placed on the lawn for 
adm‘ration ad infinitum because they are 
as hard as stone itself! 

One mantelpiece has shells and fruit 
forms applied to a simple bolection mold- 
ing; and a severely Modern picture frame 
is curved at the bottom to hold an indirect 
lighting fixture. A Victorian chair has 
plaster back and legs, and is upholstered 
in white piqué. A plaster dressing table, 
stool and mirror casing have been inspired 
by broken egg shells; inside the jagged 
edge of the stool is a soft green upholstered 
seat! In one apartment an amusing plaster 
train runs over the doorway; the tracks 
are made of red, white and blue ribbons 
that flutter down at either side. 


Standing plaster lamps fitted for indirect 
lighting are a_ particularly decorative 
feature when feather plumes surmount the 
top and light is concealed within them. 
Heads, fruit groupings and other designs 
are made up for side wall sconces with 
the light behind. An applied wall decor- 
ation or valance of plaster can be used 
in numerous ways, and a foyer can be 
most attractively arranged by using a smail 
console supported by a shell — the top 
can be of some other product or the en- 
tire piece may be of plaster. 

The whole field of plaster presents a 
deep fascination, for it is a means of 
arlistic expression which has held its place 
for many years. Today the art of working 
in plaster stands as apn excellent medium 
which is being deftly handled.

Also opening off the first floor restaurant, 
and giving upon the street, is the Federal 
bar—the name being derived from the 
oyster-white woodwork with carvings of the 
period rendered in gold leaf, and a red, 
white and blue color scheme. The elliptical 
ceiling, finished with eluminum foil 2nd col- 
ored to simulate gold leaf, radiates the pleas- 
ing light from the fluorescent lamps con- 
cealed above the carved cornice. The mir- 
rored and illuminated bar, the chef d’oeuvre 
of the room, has a stitched blue leather front 
trimmed with gold nails, and the same kind 
of leather appears on the banquettes. 

A broad stairway with a handwrought iron 
balustrade leads from the first floor restau- 
rant to the London room and the Grille 
room below. The London room derives its 
name from the photographic murals of en- 
larged lithographs of London scenes drawn 
by Thomas Shotter Boys in 1841. These 
superb plates have been satisfactorily en- 
larged as murals and colored like the 
original plates. The wall cabinets have 
been fitted with many pieces of antique 
English china and glass. In the large 
breakfront cabinet is an old Worcester din- 
ner service, and in one of the wall niches 
are a number of choice pieces of Spode 
used as a background for some interesting 
old pitchers and tankards. The furniture 
here, as in the first floor restaurant, is prima 
vera upholstered in russet color leather. 

Adjoining the London room is the Grille, 
considered by many persons to be the most 
effective of the various rooms from a decora- 
tive viewpoint, with its walls covered in a 
striking red and green Modern paper with 
a brown background. The woodwork here 
is English oak lastic veneer, exactly match- 
ing the brown background of the wall paper. 

The table linen, selected by the interior 
designers, is of a pale apricot color, and the 
china used was specially colored to inten- 
sify the apricot tones that appear throughout 
the restaurant. An idea of the magnitude 
of this commission and the problems pre- 
sented to the interior designers’ ingenuity 
can be gained by the fact that the new 
Stouffer’s Pershing Square seats 850 people, 
and has been serving an average of 3500 
patrons daily since the restaurant opened.

wood shaped back has an opening in the 
center which gives it lightness and elegance. 
The entire line displays a European touch 
closely adjusted to American demands and 
American taste. 

The Barclay Furniture Co. is showing 
a love seat with tufted seat and back and 
a fluted skirt over the shaped front—quite 
a new note worth a critical look from you! 
It can be made in three different ways with 
either the feeling of the 18th Century or 
that of the Victorian. An upholstered 
Sheraton sofa with mahogany and satin- 
wood border has been copied from one on 
exhibition at the Boston Museum; another 
sofa with an Ionic scroll on the arms has a 
three-cushioned seat and back.
